WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Food and Drug Administration, 
nearly a year after government 
scientists reported a possible 
health hazard, is showing signs 
of concern about cyclamate, an 
artificial sweetener used by an 
estimated 
175 million Ameri- 


cans. 


The sweetener, known as cyc- 


lamate, has been linked most 
recently to severe birth defects 
in chickens. 


Cyclamate is found in a wide 


range of products from bacon to 
children's vitamins to diet soft 
drinks and diet foods. 


FDA scientists reported in 


late October 1968 that a cycla- 
mate b r e a k - d o w n product 
formed by one of every five hu- 
mans who use the sweetener 
causes a shattering of genetic 
material when given to rats. 
Comparable genetic breaks in 
humans 
are associated with 


birth deformities and cancer. 


Following network television 


accounts 
of 
the deformed 


chicks, FDA commissioner Her- 
bert L. Ley, Jr. called late last 
week for a 30-day, hurry-up 
evaluation of cyclamates by the 
non-governmental N a t i o n a l 
Academy of Science. 


On its delivery, said Ley, "I 


will ecide the best methods of 
restricting the use of cycla- 
mate 
mates." 


Consumer spokesmen on Capi- 


tol Hill, led by Senator Warren 
G. 
Magnuson, D-Wash., have 


complained the FDA has react- 
ed too slowly to cyclamate dan- 
ger signs. 


The agency failed to alert a 


National Academy of Science 
Panel to the FDA chromosome 
study, the critics say. The NAS 
panel issued a generally favora- 
ble report on cyclamates in De- 
cember. 


And, 
the critics point to the 


fact that Ley waited 4 months 
after the report before propos- 
ing what they say are mild la- 
belling restrictions on cycla- 
mate use. 


Products would have to show 


cyclamate content, and adults 
and children would be advised 
to limit their intake of the sub- 
stance. The proposed regula- 
tions have not yet been put into 
effect.

Teach Baby to Walk 
On a Varied Surface 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Although your living room 


floor is a relatively 
safe 


place for your baby to learn 
to walk, its flat, unobstructed 
surface may be a factor in 
causing pigeon toes or an 
awkward gait. 
A varied 


surface will help him to de- 
velop the muscles needed to 
prevent these conditions and 
train him to balance himself 
better. 


Q—Our 3 - month - old son 


was born with an enlarged 
thymus. He has no difficulty 
breathing but he makes a 
lot of n o i s e when he 
breathes. Is this serious? 
Will he outgrow it? 


A—N o l s y b r e a t h i n g 


is common in infants and is 
rarely c a u s e d by the 
thymus, which is normally 
large in b a b i e s and will 
shrink w i t h o u t any treat- 
ment. 
In most cases, the 


noisy breathing is of no sig- 
nificance and will be out- 
grown, but it should be dis- 
cussed with your doctor on 
your son's next r e g u l a r 
checkup. 


Q—My daughters, 8 and 3, 


have been getting boils and 
styes. They are a l w a y s 
clean, so what could cause 
this? How can we prevent 
new ones from coming? 


A—Boils and s t y e s are 


caused by staphylocpcci. Be- 
cause you are dealing with 
microscopic o r g a n i s m s , 
ordinary cleanliness is not 
enough. After a stye or boil is 
opened, some of the pus may 
remain on hands, clothing, 
handkerchiefs or old band- 
ages. The hands should be 
washed with a soap that con- 
tains hexachlorophene. Con- 
taminated linens should be 
boiled 
and 
old bandages 


should be burned. 


Some persons are carriers 


of staphylococci and 
may 


harbor them in their nose, 
throat, armpits or groin, if 
there is a carrier in your 
home he may require anti- 
biotics, spec'ial soap and 


separate linens. 


Q_My son, 3M>, was born 


with jaundice and was hos- 
pitalized 
for 
two 
weeks. 


About nine months later, he 
began shaking his head. His 
doctor said this was a habit 
that he would outgrow but 
now, n e a r l y three years 
later, he still does it. What 
could cause this? 


A—This behavior may be 


seen in children who are 
underfed, chronically ill or 
who have either been given 
very little personal attention 
by their mothers or who 
have been overstimulated by 
tickling the face or pulling 
the cheeks. It is not related 
to the jaundice present at 
birth. Most children outgrow 
the shaking or nodding with- 
in a few months. When this 
does not occur, a thorough 
examination should be made 
by a neurologist.

The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 -Star of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 — Hope News founded by 


Ldtory Brothers. 


1883 —Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 -Sold to JamesH.Betts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name It was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Belts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins & Gates bought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 —Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 -C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer. 


1957 —Following 
Mr. Pal- 


mer's death Mrs. Palmer be- 
came president. 


1969 -With Mrs. Palmer's 


retirement from Star 
Publish- 


ing Co. Washburn became 76 
per cent owner and president 


— balance 24 per cent being held 
by Texarkana Newspapers, Inc.

the Grand Jury concluded that 


more severe punishment of habit- 
ual offenders would be helpful 
In slowing illegal traffic, 
The 


predictability of a certain fine 
in ail cases makes It an ap- 
preciable expense of "doing busi- 
ness", Observing that the filing 
of felony charges against a habit- 
ual "bootlegger" Is the sole 
responsibility of the Prosecuting 
Attorney, the Grand Jury recom- 
mends that the Prosecuting At- 
torney and his deputy be furnish- 
ed with a list of known offend- 
ers, detailing their records of 
convictions and forfeitures, and 
that the Prosecuting Attorney 
keep this list current and use 
the same, working with the Sher- 
iff and City Police, so that max- 
imum sentences, fines, etc., can 
be insisted upon wherever pos- 
sible and beneficial to the public 
interest 
Much of the detailed 


information relating to "boot- 
leggers" has of necessity come 
from informants who must go 
nameless. 
The Grand Jury re- 


grets that it cannot publicly re- 
cognize and thank these individ- 
uals for this service. However, 
each knows who he or she is, 
and to you we say "thank you" 
It Is up to others to see that 
your contribution nas not oeen 
wasted. 


Three practices followed gen- 


erally, which do not meet with 
the approval of the Grand Jury 
and which it feels should be phas- 
ed out of practice, are the work- 
ing out of fines with the City of 
Hope Street Department, install- 
ment payment of fines, and week- 
end jail sentences. 


As to the. first, there is, not 


available sufficient supervision 
of prisoners to insure their effi- 
cient use, nor is there any punish- 
ment for laxity and failure to 
work. The regular street depart- 
ment employees are also ad- 
versely affected by the incompe- 
tence and disinterest of many pri- 
soners on the job. This practice, 
therefore, does not seem to be 
helpful to the City or to the pri- 
soner and should be eliminated. 


Collection of installment fines 


is one of the primary causes of 
lack of public confidence in the 
Hope Police Department. This 
practice when applied to known 
"bootleggers" whose fines are 
not only paid by installment but 
also collected by uniformed po- 
licemen at the home or place of 
business of the convicted offen- 
der has been disastrous to policy 
public relations. Although the 
Grand Jury commends the de- 
partment for its diligence in 
these collections and is con- 
vinced of the integrity of its 
officers, the appearance which 
this practice presents to the un- 
informed onlooker is obvious. 
Door-to-door collections shouid 
be terminated forwith and in- 
stallment, fire collections should 
be phased ouc of use altogether 
except for stays expressly autho- 
rized and permitted by 
the 


sentencing court. 


Weekend jail sentences are a 


prerogative of the sentencing 
magistrate and such decisions 
should not be made by the ar- 
resting officers or jailer. The 
Grand Jury recommends that 
the courts take particular care 
in applying this to offense in- 
volving intoxicating beverages 
as often the weekly paycheck in- 
tended to support a family is us- 
ed for purchase of even more in-

WASHINGTON (AP) - Un- 


employment in September made 
its biggest leap in nine years 
and rose to its highest rate in 
two years, the Labor Depart- 
ment announced today. 


The over-all unemployment 


rose from 3.5 per cent in Au- 
gust to 4 per cent in Septem- 
ber, the largest increase since 
September-October 1960. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics noted that unemployment 
normally drops from August to 
September as young workers re- 
turn to school—but It failed to 
drop this year. Unemployment 
was up 365,000 over the month, 
with two-fifth of the Increase 
among workers in the 20 to 24 
age group. 


A spokesman for the bureau 


said the nation's level of em- 
ployment is at it highest in his- 
tory and that the unemployment 
boost signifies a slowdown in 
the rate of employment growth 
—mostly in the construction and 
government fields. 


Over the vear, unemployment 


has risen by 350,000, reflecting
